seven  workshops  devoted  to  student 
affairs  which  were  conducted  at  the 
convention.  These  were  small,  open 
discussion  meetings,  showing  a  good 
cross-section  of  views  from  schools 
in  both  Missouri  and  Kansas. 

The  first  problem  ‘-.vas  to  define 
orientation,  since  most  people  don’t 
have  a  very  clear  idea  of  what  it 
is  all  about.  The  definition  chosen 
was  as  follows:  Orientation  is  initi¬ 
ation  into  a  new  form  of  life.  Its 
aims  are  the  following:  (1)  To  help 
the  new  student  to  become  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  the  college,  its  traditions, 
and  most  of  all,  the  other  students; 
i2i  To  introduce  the  freshmen  to 
extracurricular  activities;  (3)  To  ob¬ 
tain  interest  in  school  activities, 
thereby  raising  student  spirit. 

The  orientation  program  must  be 
considered  in  three  phases: 

I.  The  program  should  be  planned 
during  the  year  before  or  at  least 
the  summo:  before  school  starts  be¬ 
cause  the  counselors  should  be 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  their 
duties,  and  time  is  needed  to  send 
out  bulletins,  campus  guides,  college 
catalogs,  and  copies  cf  the  entire 
orientation  schedule  to  the  prospec¬ 
tive  students.  Catalogs,  guides,  and 
orientation  schedules  should  be 
sent  to  all  new  students  as  soon  as 
the  college  receives  their  requests 
for  room  reservations. 

II.  During  the  actual  three- day 
orientation  period  the  class  should 
be  broken  down  into  small  groups. 
Northwest  Missouri  State  College 
has  done  this  the  past,  two  years 
and  it  has  worked  out  well. 

In  addition  to  the  get-acquainted 
dances  and  parties,  scuttlebutt  ses¬ 
sions,  and  campus  tours,  several  of 
,  the  representatives  added  these  sug¬ 
gestions  which  had  proved  satisfac¬ 
tory  in  their  own  schools:  Skits  by 
the  different  organizations  in  o-der 
to  gain  interest  in  their  activities: 
and  a  big  sister-little  sister,  big- 
brothcr-little  brother  plan  which 
would  let  each  new  student  become 
well  acquainted  with  at  least  one 
upperclassman  on  the  first  day  of 
school — the  time  when  he  most 
needs  a  friend  who  knows  “the 
ropes.” 

III.  The  orientation  program 
should  be  carried  on  throughout  the 
first  quarter,  at  least,  but  most  of 
the  representatives  at  convention 
were  surprised  at,  and  not  in  favor 
of,  the  practice  of  making  the  or¬ 
ientation  course  required.  They 
thought  that  the  course  should  be 
made  interesting  enough  that  the 
freshman  would  want  to  attend. 

What' do  you  say,  Freshmen?  How 
about  suggestions  for  helping  your 
successors?

Dean  Brandenburg 
Stresses  Training 

Public  Schobl  Eckic&tbn 
Is  Only  First  Part  ; 
College  Needed. 

College  is  n  useful  extension  -of 
the  twelve  years  of  public  r, rho.il 
education,  .and  a  pa:t  of  it,  em¬ 
phasized  Dr.  W.  A.  Brandenburg, 
dean  of  the  Northwest  Missouri 
State  College  faculty,  when  h.-; 
spoke  recently  at  a  convention  of 
the  Holt  County  School  Beards  in 
Oregon. 

The  increasing  complexity  of  our 
daily  lfVcs,  the  urgent  need  for  in¬ 
formed,  Intelligent,  citizens,  for 
statesmen  nnd  leaders  who  know 
the  world  have  increased  the  value 
of  college  training,  he  maintained. 

Many  cf  the  woes  and  troubles  of 
today  may  be  expained  by  the  fact 
that  an  into  estej,  active  and  in¬ 
formed  body  of  citizens  has  not 
been  trained  to  direct  attention  to¬ 
wards  realistic  conclur'nns. 

Must  Train  for  Citizenship 

The  schools  and  colleges  enn  have 
no  higher  purpose  than  the  train¬ 
ing  of  Americans  for  American  citi¬ 
zenship,  according  to  Dean  Bran¬ 
denburg. 

“When  America  commenced  to  as¬ 
sume  her  role  as  a  world  power,  the 
training  of  American  students 
should  have  reflected  this  in  the 
classroom,  by  a  study  of  the  world, 
other  people,  and  their  cultures," 
he  declared. 

It  is  not  an  overnight  job,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dean  Brandenburg.  It 
starts  in  the  elementary  level  of 
the  school  system  with  a  thorough 
study  of  geography;  it  takes  ac¬ 
count  of  »the  ethnic  background, 
the  history;  it  includes  a  reading  ol 
the  masterpieces. 

Need  to  Know  People 

“We  need  to  know  the  people  of 
•  the  vorld.  Increasingly,  we  are  going 
to  be  called  upon  to  deal  with  them," 
said  the  Dean  of  the  College.  "World 
government  and  the  conduct  of  in¬ 
ternational  relations  should  have  a 
definite  place  in  our  course  of 
study." 

Only  the  -schools  can  provide  the 
training.  The  churches  of  America 
can  help,  family  leadership  is  a 
factor,  civic  and  fraternal  organi¬ 
zations  can  be  a  part,  but  the  real 
job  must  be  done  by  the  schools, 
in  the  opinion  of  Dean  Branden¬ 
burg.  And  one,  two,  three,  or  four 
years  of  college  study  are  basically 
important,  he  told  the  board  mem¬ 
bers.

The  basic  purpose  of  the  con¬ 
ference  is  to  further  state  programs 
of  action  toward  high  professional 
standards.  Such  topics  as  teacher 
supply  and  demand,  inter-state  re¬ 
ciprocity  in  the  teaching  service, 
certification  of  teachers  and  admin¬ 
istrators,  accreditation  of  teacher 
education,  adequate  professional 
salaries,  and  professionai  growth  in 
service  will  be  discussed.

Letter  From  Hans  Leyer 

Larry  Livengood,  a  junior,  recent¬ 
ly  received  a  letter  from  Hans  Ley¬ 
er,,  a  Dutch  student  who  attended 
the  College  last  year.  The  letter 
told  of  Hans’  experiences  since  lie 
left  Maryville. 

As  he  had  never  flown  before, 
Hans  journeyed  from  Kansas  City 
to  Columbus,  Ohio,  by  plane. 

On  the  ship  sailing  back  to  Hol¬ 
land,  -Hans  met  a  group  of  Ameri¬ 
can  students.  In  this  group  were 
17  boys  and  5  girls.  The  students 
called  themselves  “Young  Progres¬ 
sives,"  and  according  to  Hans  “they 
were  much  too  young  to  be  so  pro¬ 
gressive."  He  was  surprised  to 
find  them  traveling  with  no  adult 
sponsorship.  Such  young  people, 
he  thought,  would  give  other  na¬ 
tions  a  bad  impression  of  the 
United  States.  ’’ 

He  expressed  the  opinion  that  in 
America  beauty  is  over-played 
through  such  mediums  as  adver¬ 
tisements,  movies,  etc.,  and  that; 
character  is  not  emphasized  enough. 

Two  days  after  he  arrived  home 
Hans  began  to  wovk  in  his  father’s 
flower  bulb  exporting  business,  and, 
in  a  short  time  was  sent  to  England 
to  sell  bulbs.

Today  the  library  has  approxi¬ 
mately  44,000  books  with  'an  average 
addition  of  about  3,000  new  books 
per  year. 

New  books,  about  a  dozen  per 
week,  are  selected  for  student  in¬ 
terest.  They  are  usually  the  best 
books  of  the  month  and  include 
many  novels  as  well  as  “profession¬ 
al"  reading  materials. 

The  most  interesting  feature  and 
latest  development  of  the  library 
is  the  browsing  room  which  has  the 
latest  books  of  general  interest,  and 
newspapers.  Tins  room,  with  com¬ 
fortable  chairs  and  soft  colors,  is 
styled  for  studeilt  relaxation  and 
comfort. 

.  .  Browsing  Room  Has  Newspapers 

In  the  browsing  room  are  kept 
85  different  newspapers  ol  which 
9  are  dailies.  An  adequate  supply  of 
278  magazines  is  subscribed  for  by 
the  College  for  the  students'  use. 
These  daily  newspapers  are  kept  on 
file  permanently,  and  150  maga¬ 
zines  are  bound  for  reference  work. 

Periodicals  which  are  bound  are 
indicated  in  the  magazine  index  in 
tlve  main  reading  room.  The  per¬ 
iodical  guide  is  the  'reference  by 
which  information  can  be  found 
necessary  to  obtaining  the  correct 
magazine.

Members  Discuss  Problems 
Concerning  Marriage, 
Love,  Courtship. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Student 
Christian  Association,  Miss  Mabel 
Cook,  Mr.  William  Trago  Garrett, 
nnd  Mr.  Harold  A.  Mulford  led  a 
discussion  on  the  topic,  “Love, 
Courtship,  nnd  Marriage." 

Miss  Cook  pointed  out  that  there 
are  distinct  differences  in  war¬ 
time  marriages  and  marriages  in 
wartime.  Wartime  marriages  are 
those  which  occur  after  a  short 
period  of  acquaintance  and  under 
the  upset  conditions  of  the'  times. 
Marriages  in  wartime  are  marriages 
which  probably  would  have'occurred 
anyway. 

Must  Face  Test  of  Absence 
Persons  considering  marriage  now 
must  take  two  things  into  consid¬ 
eration.  The  marriage  partners 
must  be  willing  to  face  the  test  of 
absence,  knowing  that  intimate 
day  to  day  contacts  are  what  build 
a  lasting  marriage.  The  wife  muse 
face  the  possibility  of  becoming  a, 
widow,  or  having  an  injured  hue- 
band  to  care  for. 

Mr.  Mulford  said  that  there  are 
three  kinds  of  love  and  that  stud¬ 
ents  should  learn  to  distinguish 
them.  The  kinds  of  love  are  puppy 
love,  which  is  infatuation;  romantic 
love,  which  is  based  on  physical  at¬ 
traction;  and  married  love,  which 
is  based  on  deeper  feelings  and  em¬ 
otions  that  grow  deeper  as  the  years 
pass. 

Education  Is  Answer 
Education  is  one  answer  to  a  suc¬ 
cessful  marriage,  Mr.  Garrett  states. 
He  believes  that  we  must  have  edu¬ 
cated  parents  in  order  to  have  edu¬ 
cated  children.  He  also  believes  that 
schools  should  teach  children,  start¬ 
ing  at  an  early  age,  the  biological 
functions  of  marriage. 

It  was  also  pointed  out  in  the  dis¬ 
cussion  that  people  who  have 
learned  to  be  happy  before  marriage 
will  have  a  better  chance  for  success 
in  marriage.

Bearcats  Need  Every  Win 

Coach  Adams’  Quintet  Has  Already 
Tasted  Green  and  White  Power; 

Are  Drilled  for  Rematch. 

Cape  Girardeau’s  resurgent  In¬ 
dians  take  on  the  Maryville  Bear¬ 
cats  this  Saturday  night,  February 
3,  on  the  Green  and  White  court 
in. the  second  game  of  a  dual  sched¬ 
ule. 

Coach  Adams'  Indians  will  re¬ 
vengefully  be  scouting  for  the  rav¬ 
aging  Bearcats  who  earlier  in  the 
season  drew  blood  for  their  first 
conference  victory. 

Indians  Arc  Rampaging 
At  this  time  the  rampaging  In¬ 
dians  are  at  the  peak  of  their  on- 
slaughtering  victory  dance.  An  up¬ 
set  63-62  win  over  league-leading 
Warrensburg  may  prove  an  incen¬ 
tive  for  more  possible  wins  than 
thought  accomplishable.  At  any 
rate,  with  no  MIAA  team  undefeat¬ 
ed  in  conference  play  the  title  lead¬ 
ership  is  in  a  mad  scramble. 

'Cape  began  the  conference  sea¬ 
son  with  a  62-60  defeat  by  the  Rol- 
la  Miners.  Then  Coach  Peterson’s 
Bearcats  relinquished  rennovating 
thoughts  with  a  68-63  win.  Rolla 
came  back  and  knocked  the  Indians 
again  79-75  in  a  free  scoring  con¬ 
test. 

Cape  Appears  Formidable 
Cape,  though,  has  virtually  had 
a  season  lacking  of  victories  but 
despite  such  a  negative  background 
appears  a  formidable  opponent  to 
any  conference  champion  seeker, 
whether  it  be  Warrensburg,  much  to 
the  Mules’  sorrow,  Springfield,  or 
in  this  case,  Maryville. 

In  a  rugged  contest  on  January 
5  against  the  Bearcats,  a  desperate, 
last  minute  surge  was  the  trick 
which  doused  the  Cape  fire  and  of¬ 
fered  a  Maryville  win.  In  fact,  this 
contest  was  the  first  of  many  in 
which  the  Indians  had  pulled  them¬ 
selves  together  into  a  potential  de¬ 
vastating  quintet.  Key  men  such  as 
Maxey,  Buckhorn,  and  Wilson 
finally  displayed  their  scoring  prow¬ 
ess  together  and  their  combined  ef¬ 
forts  almost  produced  a  minor  up¬ 
set. 

Experience  Is  Threatening 
Since  then  the  hapless  Indians 
have  been  mostly  outscored  in  their 
race  for  scalps.  Their  standings  dis¬ 
played  a  dismal  outlook  but  their 
experience  presents  a  threatening 
note  to  cautious  opponents. 

An  early  score  of  74-46,  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  Southern  Illinois  team, 
as  compared  to  a  later  67-54  margin 
does  show  improvement  in  the  luck¬ 
less  contingent.  Although  Washing¬ 
ton  University  virtually  had  a  prac¬ 
tice  session  a  few  weeks  before  with 
Cape,  the  71-54  score  shows  that 
play  had  been  serious  more  than  a 
few  times. 

Maryville  Has'Fair  Season 
Maryville,  on  the  other  hand,  has 
had  a  fair  season  thus  far,  although 
in  a  crucial  game  against  the 
Springfield  Bears  it  went  tumbl¬ 
ing  into  a  62-46  defeat. 

Comparatively,  the  outlook  has  a 
dire  note.  Witlj  Warrensburg  knock¬ 
ing  off  Springfield  52-46  and 
Springfield  defeating  Maryville  62- 
46,  and  then  Cape  upsetting  War¬ 
rensburg  63-62,  statisticians  wonder 
just  how  "new”  is  this  Cape  team? 

Nevertheless,  if  the  Bearcats  can 
offer  the  sterling  accuracy  as  dis¬ 
played  by  Buckridge,  Tanner, ,  and 
Coulter  in- their  first  tussle  with  the 
Indians,  Coach  Don  Peterson  should  . 
easily  promote  any  repetitive  scores 
necessary  to  obtain  a  victory.

Their 
well-rounded  effort  stimulated  the 
necessary  advantage,  but  Maryville 
will  undoubtably  be  striving  for  a 
refutation  of  all  potential  power. 

Saturday  Game  Is  Important 

Saturday  night’s  contest  with 
Warrensburg  is  of  extreme  import¬ 
ance  to  three  teams.  First  of  all 
to  Maryville;  then  to  Warrensburg; 
and  finally  to  Springfield,  who  is 
eyeing  the  MIAA  championship  with 
envious  looks. 

Warrensburg,  at  this  date,  has 
been  beaten  only  by  the  underrated 
Cape  Girardeau  Indians.  The  Mules, 
however,  stormed  over  the  Spring-' 
field  Bears,  52-46,  to  give  the  latter 
their  only  conference  loss.  Other 
conference  victories  include  a  66- 
54  victory  over  Kirksville  and  an 
86-66  romp  over  the  unfortunate 
Rolla  Miners. 

Teams  Arc  Close 

Maryville’s  earlier  82-57  tromp- 
ing  of  Rolla  is  significant  of  the 
comparative  nearness  of  the  two 
teams,  although  the  Mules  did  knock 
off  Springfield.  On  the  other  hand, 
Cape  Girardeau  defeated  Warrens¬ 
burg  63-62  while  the  Bearcats  over¬ 
ran  the  Indians  68-63. 

A  successful  tour  of  the  south-  I 
west  and  central  portions  of  Mis¬ 
souri  will  certainly  be  beneficial  to 
any  Maryville  aspirations  for  con¬ 
ference  leadership. 

Ruth  Slaten  and  Marilyn  Alex¬ 
ander,  who  are  senior  students  ma¬ 
joring  in  home  economics,  left  the 
campus  January  1  to  teach  voca¬ 
tional  home  economics  at  Liberty.
